The closest prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 
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a) A phase locked loop (PLL) circuit using a fractional frequency divider including a first 
phase comparator whose output passes through a filter; and a second fractional frequency divider 
for dividing the frequency of an output from the first voltage-controlled oscillator of a first PLL 
stage, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, as called for in claim 1; or 

b) A phase locked loop (PLL) circuit using a fractional frequency divider, in which 
frequency division by a fractional frequency divider is expressed by l/(m + A/2 b ), wherein the 
value of 2 (hb) /G is equal to a factorial of a positive integer of 10, in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations, as called for in claims 3 or 4.
